In tlie fall of 1949, the guard service along the border visa intensified, and 
machine-gun towers, which were built during the summer, were equipped and armed. 
However, only those towers of strategic importance quite near the border, which 
have a broad horizon and <d.ve the gunners a long range, were armed. Other roads 
G.B& paths leading to the border have been closed, and patrols on routine duty 
along the border were doubled. Each patrol, armed with automatic weapons, con- 
sists of four persons, two walking in front and two a short distance behind them. 
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
